Remarks : 

In Citations 1, 2 or 3, reference is made to the fact that, 
by rotating an optical substrate arranged so as to become a 
Brewster angle, the optical axis of the laser light is used 
as the rotation angle in a state in which the angle of 
incidence is maintained. The material of the optical 
substrate and the like is nothing more than that which can 
be appropriately selected by one skilled in the Art. In 
Citation 3, reference is also made to forming the substrate 
from quartz . 

Furthermore, in comparing the invention relating to Claims 
1, 4-5, and 7-8 of the present application with the 
invention relating to Citations 1, 2, or 3, there is no 
substantive difference in terms of inventiveness. 

Reason 2 

The invention relating to the following claims of the 
present application could easily have been invented prior 
to the present application by a person of ordinary skill in 
the field of technology pertaining to the invention, based 
on the invention described in the following publications, 
which have been in circulation in Japan or abroad prior to 
the present application, or which could have been publicly 
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enabled through electric communication lines. Therefore, 
in accordance with Patent Law Article 29 Section 2, a 
patent may not be granted.

Remarks : 

In Citation 4 reference is made to regulating the optical 
intensity of each laser light so that the optical intensity 
of the split laser light becomes phase equal. 

In Citation 4, no reference is made to regulating the 
optical intensity of split laser light by rotating the 
optical substrate arranged so as to form a Brewster angle. 
However, in the invention recorded in Citation 4, the use 
of an optical intensity regulating mechanism as recorded in 
Citations 1-3 is something which could be easily conceived 
by one skilled in the Art . 

A reflection prevention film and the like are also nothing 
more than that which could be appropriately attached by one 
skilled in the Art.
